ONLINE Referenc^'Sefvic'e'o'f Montana State Library. The service is available to 
REFERENCE Montana residents through their public library federations, to state govern- 
SERVICE ment agencies and to the academic community through college and university 
libraries . 

The reference department staff at Montana State Library received training on the DIALOG 
system in early March. Demonstrations of computerized literature searches will be given 
at MLA Conference May 5 and 6. During April and May workshops on how to take advantage 
of the service will be given at the six federation headquarters libraries for their staff 
and interested librarians.
